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Our Country Banks,

The old compluints sgainst the old bank
systom of cirounlating notes were well war-
rantad by ita great abuses, and the evils of
AN irmdwmunlﬁe gurrency nre a8 real and, poer-
hapn, quite as migchievois; biut there may ba
a8 great injury in remedies ns in the disorders
for which they are employed. England has
been tinkering ber bnuking system for a
couple of conturies without everonoe amand.
ing it. Occupied always with the incident
evils, her statesmen and economists have
never yet clearly seen or boldy provided for
the benefitsa of the banking systom.
The present charter of the Bank of
England knows nothing and means nothing
but the instant convertibility of her
eirenlating notes, All the other nses of a
bank are sbsolutely sacrificed for the assu-
rance of this nim, which happens to be the
very thing that its policy cannolt accom-
plish, The one only way of seouring a
metallio onrrency is to abolish all cironlating
notes, and along with them the public
ecredit system. The great bank machine
went into operation in 1844 with its safety
valves serewed down tight, and alroady
they have been forced open three times by
orders of the Privy Couneil, that it might
be kept on the track in muning order; that
is, the bank has been allowed, whon she
was lpounght to a stand-still, to run the
rick of snspending specie payments, as the
only moeans of auswering any of the neces.
pgary purposes for which the institution was
ereated. In n word, the charter, intending
nothing but the nuintenance of specie pay-
ments, works exnctly like the thing it aims at
—redeplion of the notes so long as such
redemwption is not demgnded, and suspension
whenover it i3 domanded, That's the whole
history nnd the whole philosophy of the idea
in o sentemee,  We also have had enough of
the same work with the samoe design, and a
grent plenty of the very same results, We
ave particnlsrly Lunsy at this business now,
With might and main wa are at work foreing
resnmption snd providing for its perpetual
maintenance, just as if that were the whole
aim and end of a enrrency system, and no.
thing clse need be enred for, and everything
else ey be sacrificed to seenre it.

Would it not boe well before going any
further to stop and inquire whether certain
other objeets nre not worthy of some atten-
tion, and whether all that is wvaluable inn
sound enrrency might not, also, be attained
along with these other things ¢ Without in-
dulging in speculutions, or resting our views
upon theory, there is something to be lenrned
from nn existing system that answers «ll the
rnr;-mws of banking, and does not in the
east coneern itself with the redeemability
of ils circulating notes, especially, sacri-
fiees nothing for this purpose, and yet never
suspends,

Tho banks of Beotland went through the
<risis of 1703 and that of 1825, when the pro-
wvincial honks of England were swept away by
the hundred, snd the National Bank was
forced into suspension, without any of them
giving way.

The Scotch banks do a great many things
which the bullionists of England and America
denounce. They pay intercat upon deposits
at one per cent, lower than the cnrrent rates,
They issned one pound notes freely. They
lend money on honds with two or three
sureties. When their note-holders or depo-
gitors ron npon them they do not rnn upon
their debtors, diminishing their accommoda-
tions, or in any way inerease the tightness of
the money mwarket, but do all they can to
relieve it by extending their own credit in
support of that of their enstomers, and—they
never suspend! And, what is more, the
banks of England, when they are in their
worst agonies, and are ruthlessly erushing
everybody within their reach to maintain

ecie payments, cannot hurt the cauny
g‘-oiw, who never bother their heads abont
redeemability,
we ?

Just now we are bent mpon resumption.
We are going to jorce it. We are bent, also,
upon forcing another thing along with it—the
immedinte and rapid redunetion of our public
debt, and of its rate of interest; and to ac-

" gomplish these things we may make up our
minds to have onur will at any price to the
mblic interests. The use of heroic remadies
medicine is very captivating to the flash
practitioner. The patients may groan under
the treatment; lots of them maiy even die; but
swhat do they know about medicine or their
own constitutions,

We will not now commit onrselves for the
probable effects of the Funding bill that has
just passed the Senate, Our share of the re-

ave may tuke the liberty of submitting for
reflection,

money agencies at work under the national
panking system, These are generally de-
itaries of the spare cash of their imme-
diate neighborhoods.

In
addition, they lend their credit to the busi-
mess of their respective communities fer the
‘gervice of industrinl production and of com-
qmerce, Can puch funetions as these be in-
erfered with withont damage to the commu-
ity beyond all the compensation promised
by the policy aimed at ?

ot principal, but incidental and necessar
onsequences of a thorongh scheme of looali-
tion, which is, therefore, the firat thing to
provided for. The functions of a bank
jre bent seen by turning away our attention
pra their office of providing oireulating
hotes, and holding in abeyance the de-
drable soundness of the ourrency which they
ppply. Let them be looked at s reservoirs
of the spare cash of their respoctive vigini-
Hos, and us artificial fountains for its neces
wry distribution, with the addition of so
wuch of theircredit as may bo aslely ventured,
Kie can Lie'p ourselves to some idon of their

capabilities and of their service to the public
by recollecting that when Louls Napoleon
wanted seven hundred and fifty millions of
francs for the expensed of the Urimean war,
in 1856, the departments ontside of Paris
subseribed twenty-five hundred millions; and
that Mr, Chase, in 1561, was nble to gather
¢ne hundred and forty millions of dollars by
bis popular lonn from the private resources
of our people, and five hundred and fftesn
willions more the next year, mainly from the
little unconsidered and unestimated stores of
the unfinancinl public. Dut another instance,
equally strong, and more exactly to onr point,
18 thie cstablishment, within tho last fifteen
yenrs, in Germany, of 408 credit banks, with
160,505 stoekholders, and doing an annual
business of sixty-scven willion of dollars, ns-
certained by actual report to the Cantral
Burean, which states its holief that there are
800 more such sssociations in the country,
with 160,000 more members,

Now, if such mnsses of eapital and such
incidental nceretions of credit as these facts
indionte depend for their availability upon
neighborbood barks of deposit, discount,
and accommodation, would it not be well to
pause before crippling or abolishing our
country banks, or discouraging their increase
by any systemn of direot or indirect taxation,
for the mere purpose of antodating a resump-
tion which will come of itself when it comes
to stny? Or, will any practicable raduction
of the rate of interest upon the public debt
pay the loss of their uses to the people?

As taxes upon circulation, direct and indi-
rect, affect the larger city banks, the action
of Congress upon the point is of little con-
segquence, They ean live upon their deposits;
but country banks, these little local centres
of acommulation, of crodit, and offset of
debt aguinst debt, if deprived of profit npon
cironlating notes, must bo in ¢ffect destroyed,
We could better spare anything elss in the
whole machinery of our monetary affairs,
Wae huve e population bordering on forty mil-
lions. A single dollar o head of their savings
used as banking capital will safely afford one

hundred and twenty millions of money
and credit in the service of
the genersl industry and business of

the people. Double, treble the stimulus
and support of this stum is every way pos-
sible, with all its direct pecuniary and all its
indirect moral benefits, We trust that no
legislation shall be allowed to interfere, much
less to destroy, these gatherers of unconsidered
trifles, which mount to such imposing masses
under a system of organization without which
they must be wholly lost, or at least greatly
impaired. We have not nearly enough of
them, such as they are, but we would gludly
supply the needed remainder with co-opera-
tive banks, nnd we desire that all finance legis-
lation may look to their encouragement and
support,
